I would like to sit down with the world’s fishing 
experts some day and have them explain to me why 
I cannot catch a fish. 


This would be a Jong sitting... Both sides would have to 
bring sandwiches and sleeping bags and a Jot of cool ones. The 
history of nry frustration at the end of a fishing pole goes back 
a’ few hundred years 4 

What I could tell those experts about not catching a fish 


they ‘wouldn't believe. I mean I cary cash a ticket on a horse 
occasionally and I know how to change a light bulb without tak- 
ing on*90,000:volts through the pant legs. ‘I'm not much on 
plumbing or carpentry or floor-sanding but’ who needs them 
anyway? In summer you can live outside. It is summer isn't 
it?. Would you believe “‘warm winter?” 

“Until two weeks ago I hadn't thought much about fishing, 
I missed the camaraderie; of course. When you go out with 
anglers (?) like Stan Williams and George Crombie, you don't 
have to worry about anything. They always bring: the main 
ingredients, the lies and the ice and the opener. 


Oh to Be an Angler, Just Once... 


\ Some guides put fishing above all else, but Crombie and 
Williams aren't like that, thank God. I think if anybody in 
their boat had thé indecency, to hook a big one just as a good 
yarn was reaching its climax, they would gaff the fisherman 
before the story-teller. 

That's what makes angling the delightful pastime, the re- 
treat from reality, it is. Just the same, just once, I would like 
to break the spell. I would like to hook and struggle with and

Two weeks ago while gathering fresh air and a few light 
logs at Island View Beach, our party suddenly grew quiet. This

The fisherman finally dragged his prize away after linger- 
ing long enough to draw appropriate ‘‘ooohs’’ and ‘“‘aaahhhs” 
from the clan. They would have been silent sooner if I had been 
able to find large enough pieces of driftwood to accidentally 
drop on their ankles. 

My resolve not to be lured into fishing for fishing’s sake 
was not weakened by this shameful fish exhibition,

ing of several tads, I had the misfortune to meet a neighbor; 
Cal Jorgensen, 

“Mr. Jorgensen likes fishing. Fish like him. Every time 
he goes out he brings them home. Some guys bring flowers or 
chocolates but he brings fish. = 

“Fishing's sure been good,” 
“Shshhhh,"”’ I said. 
“Even for you,” 


he said. “Coho all over.” 
“You want all my mob to hear?"’ 

he said, ‘‘fishing can’t be a problem. The 
other day at sea (Mr. Jorgensen helps to keep the navy afloat) 
we ran into a school of salmon. Long as this’’"—arms wide 
apart. “Measured them. Mile and a quarter by 244 miles. 
Fantastic. Could have walked on them.’ 


They Don't Eat Much, Just Often 


Naturally, big ears on little people overheard. No longer 
could. I hide behind a facade of indifference to Izaak Walton's 
fame. You may wonder why I didn't belt Mr. Jorgenson in the 
mouth for his helpful remarks.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Too 


much of a good thing tripped 
up a ring that engineered auto 
accidents to fleece insurance 
companies’ out of at least 
315,000 in claims, the Bronx 
district attorney's office said 
today.
